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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  July  was  estimated  at  80,125^000 
gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  is  1 percent  less  than  in  July 
1968.  Aggregate  output  in  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year  is  nearly  the  same 
as  the  January-July  total  of  I968.  The  seasonal  gain  from  June  to  July  was  6 per- 
cent, compared  with  11  percent  at  this  time  in  I968.  Temperatures  during  July 
averaged  below  normal  in  most  of  the  country  north  of  a line  extending  from  the 
southern  border  of  Oregon  and  irregularly  eastward  to  the  East  Coast  at  Delaware 
Bay.  They  were  normal  or  above  in  most  of  the  area  south  of  this  line. 

The  average  milkfat  content  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  United  States  in 
July  was  10.6  percent.  This  compares  with  10.8  percent  in  January  I969  and  10.7 
percent  in  July  I968. 

Changes  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  from  July  1968  were  mixed.  Output 
increased  2 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States  and  8 percent  in  the  South  Cen- 
tral. Production  held  about  steady  in  the  East  North  Central  Region.  Decreases  in 
the  other  regions  varied  from  1 percent  in  the  Pacific  to  6 percent  in  the  North 
Atlantic.  Output  was  2 percent  less  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  and  5 percent  in 
the  Mountain.  In  the  three  leading-producing  states,  j^oduction  was  down  5 percent 
in  New  York,  9 percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  1 percent  in  California. 

From  Jxme  to  July  this  year,  output  advanced  seasonally  in  all  regions  except 
the  North  Atlantic  and  the  West,  where  it  held  about  steady  in  both.  Production 
was  up  11  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States  and  9 percent  in  the  South  Atlan- 
tic. Gains  of  8 percent  occurred  in  each  of  the  other  three  regions.  Output  in- 
creased 3 percent  in  New  York  and  11  percent  in  California,  but  decreased  9 per- 
cent in  Pennsylvania.  Seasonal  gains  occurred  in  all  other  states  except 
Connecticut,  South  Dakota,  West  Virginia,  Mississippi,  Montana,  Colorado,  Utah 
and  Oregon.

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Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  during  July  was  estimated  at 
33^030,000  gallons  - nearly  the  same  as  in  July  I968.  Output  in  the  first  seven 
months  of  this  year  is  1 percent  greater  than  the  January-July  period  a year  ago. 

Production  advanced  I3  percent  from  June  to  July,  [Uiis  compares  "vd-th  11  per- 
cent at  this  time  in  I966  and  2 percent  in  1967*  Sharp  seasonal  gains  occurred  in 
all  regions. 

Compared  with  July  I968,  production  increased  in  the  East  North  Central  Region, 
the  South  Central  and  the  West.  This  was  offset  hy  decreases  in  all  other  regions 
of  the  country.

U.S.  production  of  sherbet  in  July  was  placed  at  6,1^^5^000  ga3JLons.  This  \iras 
3 percent  less  than  in  July  1968,  Total  output  throu^  July  this  year  is  only 
slightly  larger  than  in  the  first  seven  months  of  I968. 

Frcmi  June  to  July,  output  gained  6 percent  this  year  and  I3  percent  in  I968, 
By  contrast,  production  declined  4 percent  at  this  time  in  1987*  Sharp  seasonal 
advances  occurred  in  all  regions  of  the  country.  Gains  were  sharpest  in  the  West 
North  Central  and  South  Central  States. 

Compared  with  July  I968,  production  was  more  in  the  West  North  Central 
Region,  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  South  Central,  Manufacture  was  less  than  a 
year  earlier  in  all  other  regions,

Production  advanced  12  percent  from  June  to  July  this  year,  compared  with  7 
percent  between  these  months  in  1968.  ihis  contrasts  with  a 1-j^rcent  decline  at 
this  time  in  I967 • Output  increased  seasonally  in  a3JL  Mellorine -producing  states 
except  Alabama,  Louisiana  and  Arizona. 

Compared  with  July  I968,  production  increased  in  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma 
and  Oregon,  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other  producing  states.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Estimated  July  production  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States,  at  7^150^000 
gallons,  was  3 percent  less  than  in  July  1968,  January-July  output  this  year  was 
3 percent  below  the  first  seven  months  of  last  year. 

From  June  to  Jiily,  production  gained  4 percent  this  year,  compared  vith  7 
percent  in  I968.  In  1967^  output  declined  4 percent.  Preduction  declined  in  both 
North  Central  Regions.  Sharp  advances  were  shown  in  all  other  regions  except  the 
South  Atlantic,  where  it  increased  only  moderately. 

Production  increased  from  July  of  last  year  in  the  South  Central  Region  and 
the  West.  All  other  regions  registered  sharp  decreases.
